Alarm and Oonstornation in Loudos 

LoNDOK, April 7. — Renewed threats 
have been made to destroy tlio Win- 
chester townhall by means of explo 
nives. The Ruthoritiea in consequence, 
have taken great precaution to prevent 
the deitruction of buildings. 

The mayor of Birmingham, fearing 
an effort to effect the rcletiso of tVhito- 
head, Ims asked for and obtained troops 
to osBist in guarding the jail in which 
he iH conliued.

Paris, April 7. — Dyuaiuito, lienda 
still at work in the vicinity of Mont- 
cetju JEea Mines^ 'Laafc fJight a car- 
tridge containing dynamite was placed 
in U cavity in the lower Chateau of 
Ple'sais, liear that town. The cartridge 
exploded, but did very little damage. 
The chateau is not now inhabited. 
The nrrusts in London and other cities 
of England, of men having explosives 
in tlieir posHession, cause considerable 
urieasineps here. Fears are entertained 
that an attempt will be made to blow 
• up buildings in Pari.s. To prevent the 
introduction in their houses of anj'- 
thing of an explosive nature, owners 
of large Citablishrn'etits are stopping up 
openirigs in cellars, aa was done in the 
revolution.

Dl'ulin, April 9. — The court-houso 
whore the trial of tho Phoenix park assas- 
sins is to take place was besieged this 
morning by crowds eager to gain admis- 
sion. Tho authorities, however, only ad- 
mitted juries called in tho case and fifty 
reporters, who were lot in tho building at 
a very early hour, .ludge O'Brien, who 
is hearing tho case, took his seat on tho 
bench at 11:15, when tho work of swear- 
ing in tho grand jury was proceeded 
with. Tiio prisoners, Bradj', Kelly, De- 
hinoy, Catl'ry, Curloy and Fitz Harris, 
were brought to th^^ court-house at 9 o 'clock. 
Tliey wore received by a whole troop of 
diagoons. Dublin counsel and Holicitors 
for prisoners who appeared for 
them at the examination at Kil- 
iiKiinham court-house were present. 
Judge O'Brien addressed tho special 
jurors stating tho crown would allow that 
Lord Frederick Cavundish's murder was 
no part of tho crime as ooncerned, but ho 
was a victim to his presence in the park 
with Burke. Novertholesa, all present at 
tho time of tho murdor were responsible 
therefore. The grand jury then retired. 
It was selected from a special jianel 
drawn from residents of botli the city 
and tho county of Dublin. There were 
very few claims for oxomptiuu from ser- 
vice. The grand jury soon returned with 
r. true bill against Joe Brady charging 
him with the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Burke. Brady was ar- 
raigned at the bar and pleaded not 
guilty. Applieations were then made for 
presentmont of the bill, as preparations 
wore eiunplete. Cijunsela for the crown 
poHtponomont than to 
morrow. j\IcKune, Brady's solicitor, 
said this morning that Sullivan would act 
for Brady if time wa.s allowed him to get 
ready. Judge (J'Brien said tho trial 
must proceed to-morrow. If Sullivan 
was not ready to take it in hand lie 
(Judge O'Brien) would appoint some one 
to act for Brady. The case was further 
considered, tho result being that tho trial 
of Brady was set for to-moi-row. Dr. 
Webb was assigned by tho court -to de 
fend the prisoner. Curly, Kelly; Thomas, 
Caffrey and Harris wore next arraigned 
sejjarately. They pleaded not guilty and 
all wero held for trial. 

LoNDoy, April 9. — .\ dispatch from 
Dublin say's that Joo Brady, Tom Kelly, 
Pat Delaney, Tom CatTrey, Dan Curloy 
and Fitz-Harris Owen are in Stain jail. 
These men, charged with the Phcenix 
Park murders and other crimes, who are 
to bo placed on trial to-day, were to be 
convoyed from Kilniainham prison to 
Green court house at eight o'clock this 
morning under a strong escort of police. 
The government feols rather .nfraid tho 
prisoners will attempt a rescue. Special 
measures were taken to insure the safety 
of the court building. .Suspicious look- 
ing men who resemble Americans wore 
seen in Phcenix Park and other parts of 
Dublin the last few days. Detectives are 
watching their movements closely. 

LoNUON, April 9. — Bill to amend tho 
law in regard to explosives, introduced in 
the commons this afternoon by Sir Wm . 
Haroourt and read tho first time, was 
taken up by the committee of the whole 
and passed through the commons without 
being altered. Progress was then re- 
ported amid cheers and tho bill pa.saod to 
tho third reading. Tho government is 
surprised at the pronjpt action taken on 
tlie bill as they expected it would bo con- 
siderably longer in the commons. 

All accessories to such crimes are to be 
I reated as princip.'il.i. Provision made 
in tho bill for ordering official inquiries 
into oriniea specified for the arreat of ab- 
sconding witneaaea and for searching for 
explosives. The penalties are inflicted 
irrespective of damage done by explo- 
sives. 

The bill also ompowors the master of 
any ves.sel to break open any packages to 
search for explosives. Tlie act applies 
both to explosives proper and material 
for making them, or te any machine or 
part thereof connected with them. The 
bill is not retroactive. Harcourt in in- 
troducing tho bill said tho nature of the 
danger it sought to guard against was well 
known. We have to deal with an organ- 
ized plan against all interests of society 
and with wen who announce plans for 
wholesale murdor and who ouglit to be- 
long to no nation. Harcourt further ex- 
plained tho measure was a permannnt one. 
Ho was convinced tho danger was very 
imminent. 

Lo.vno.N, April 9. — It is rumored at 
Bow street police court to-day that four 
fresh arrests have been made in connec- 
tion with the recent dynamite disclosures 
The "Pall Mall ( Jazetto" says there are 
in town si.x prisoners now confined at the 
Bow street station, who wore concerned 
in tho dynamito conspiracy. Charges 
will probably be preferred against them 
to-day . 

London, .Vjiril 9 - In the houso of lor<ls 
in the case of Clarke vs. Bradlaugli, Lord 
High Chancellor Selbourne declared that 
Clarke as a common informer was unable 
to sue Bradlaugh for sitting and violating 
in the conimoiis without taking tho oath 
of allegiance. Judgniont against Brad- 
laugh was therefore reversed with costs. 
.Justice Blackburn waa the only diaacntor 
from judgment. 

P.\iti4, .\pril 9. — Tho police are keeping 
close watch over a number of Russian re- 
fugees here who thoy suspect are con- 
nected with the alleged plot to take the 
life of the czar at the time of coronation. 
It is reported some French, dettfotivos will 
proceed to Mo.icow on that occasion to as- 
sist tho Russian police in watching sus- 
pected per.son8. 

London, April 9. — A letter from Mich- 
ael Davitt is published to-day in which 
ho further expresses his opposition to the 
dynamito policy on tho part of the Irish. 
He declares such policy is an insane idea 
and criminal. 

Belfast, April 9. — Conrad, murdoror 
of his wifd and. four children, whoso sen- 
tence of death the einporor refused to 
commute, waa bohcadod in the court yard 
of tho prison hero this morning. Forty- 
throe per.sons witnoasod the execution. 
Conrad protested innocence to tho end. 

LiVKurooL, April 9. —Hugh Gladstone, 
partner in the firm of Gladstone & Son, 
of this city, committed suicide by taking 
strychnine. Deceased was a cousin of 
Prime Minister Gladstone.

Tho 
charge preferred against tlie prisoners is 
to murder. iMoro iirrests on tho same 
charge aro expected. 

.An English laborer named Deasy was 
drowned hero last evening. It is sup- 
posed he was murdered for political rea- 
sons. 

Geneva, .\pril7.— A destructive fire 
to-day at tho village of Valorbe, canton 
Varid, consuming 100 cottages, entailing 
ft lo.is of 1,500,000 francs. No lives were 
lost. 

Gkneva, Aprils. — The conflagration at 
Valorbe, in the canton of Varid, destroy- 
ed 145 houses with the postofiice, in 
tvhich important securities were deposited. 
Twelve hundred persons wore made home- 
less. 

BuLs-fKL-s, April 8. — Im Cliiinique statoB 
that the police searched tho house of a 
Frenchman who fled from this city after 
tho dynamite explosion at Oanshortoii, on 
the 23d February la.st, and have found 
cipher letters, snuio from Cyvoet, one of 
the men arrested al the time of the ox- 
plosion, which contain proofs of a jilot 
against tho czar. 

London, April 8. —At a banquet of the 
corporation of civil engineers, at Kensing- 
ton, United States Minister Lowell replied 
to tho toast, "Our Visitors." in course 
of his remarks he said; "The more im- 
portant policy of diplomacy is to maintain 
good humor, good will and good uudor- 
standing between nations. There is very 
little difference between the views of an 
Englishman and an American. Though 
1 may not venture to allude to topics, I 
can s.iy that no American, any more than 
an Englishman, believes in assassination, 
or war with dynamite." Lowell's remarks 
woro received with cheers. 

London, April 8. — A man named Ans- 
burghe, 21 years of age, was arrested to- 
day at a hotel in tho vicinity of Waterloo 
bridge. Ho has just arrived from .\ni- 
orica, and is believed to bo a friend of 
prisoner Gallagher. This arrest is con- 
sidered a most important one. 

LiVEKPOOL, April 8. — In tho trial of 
Deasy and Flanagan, yesterday, charged 
with having in their possession infernal 
machines and explosives, witnesses deposed 
that tho box Deasy had when arrested 
contained material for milking explosives, 
and also a preparation of arsenic and dyna- 
mite find parts of an infernal machine, 
consisting of apparatus by which a jlphuric 
acid could be allowed slowly to soak 
through into a mixture, tho principal 
element of which was chloride of potash. 
He explained that with this combination 
an explosion could be produced within a 
maximum time of 40 minutes. Tho ma- 
chine was exactly similar in construction 
to those used in Glasgow, and in the at- 
tempt on tho oflBco of the London Times. 
Tho police woro cross-examined, but the 
evidence was not shaken in any respect. 
It was stated in tho evidence that the 
lignino dynamite found with the prison- 
ers was a similar compound to that con- 
tained in the infernal machines usod in 
Liverpool in 1881. Deasy and Flanagan 
were committed for trial at tho assizes, 
bail being refused. The prisoners reserved 
defense. 

London, April 8 — Kirton was trying 
to escape from London when arrested. 
From papers fiiund on the prisoner there 
is little doubt that KTirton was selected to 

commit tho actuol deeds of dostrtiction. 
On Kirton'a arriugumant it was proved 
that ha corresponded with Gallagher, ar- 
rested at Lambeth, and delivered a letter 
addressed to Gallagher, Friday, at Char- 
ing Cross hotel. Kirton was remanded 
until Thursday next. 

Tho police of Birmingham have certain 
evidence that Whitehead and tho prison- 
era arrested in Ijondon were implicated in 
the recent outrages in London. They 
claim to bo able to show that Whitohoad 
has been for many years ono of tho prin- 
cipal Fenians in England. It is expected 
that he will be tried in London with the 
other prisoners. 

The story is denied that an infernal ma- 
chine, of ingenious mechanism, was dis- 
covered. 

BmsfiNOHAM, April 8. — The man known 
as Flaherty is under poliou surveillanco. 
Suspicions have been openly expressed 
that he is in sympathy with Whitehead, 
and in consequence of these an angry mob 
attacked hi.s residence, smashing his win- 
dows and dnora, Flaherty lied to the 
police station for protection. About a 
grain of dynamite, found among White- 
head's stock, was exploded to-day, in ex- 
periment. 'I'he report was deafening. 

Di'ULiN, April 8.— Arrangomont". aro 
completed for the trial of the prisoners 
concerned in the Phconix Park murders. 
Joe Brady will be tried first. Tho crown 
lawyers are determined to resist any post- 
ponement of the trial. 

Wm. Dovoton Smytho has been re- 
tained as counsel to conduct the defense 
of the prisoner Norman, getting his retain- 
er and hi.-, instructions from Mr. DeTraoy. 
an American lawyer at present located on 
Bow strool. 

London, April 7. — Tho I'imcn in a 
leader says: The hirelings and fugitives 
who come from Irish-American slums to 
use the dagger and dynamite, though not 
directly hounded on by Irish orators, aro 
encouraged by the absence of any honest 
attempt on tho part of Irish loaders to de- 
nounce outrages that have beencommited 
and that are in contemplation. 

London, April 8. — It is said that tho 
police possess knowledge of ^vhat is likely 
to become tiio most hiaoous snd stupend- 
ous plot of modern times. 

If the bill to amend the law in regard 
to explosives, which Hsrcourt will intro- 
duce m the commons, should not prove 
retroactive, many opposition members will 
Bupiwrt the amendment.

party and defense 'of personal rights, the 
principal topic of discussion was the re- 
ported intention of the authorities to 
form a branch detective force, whose du- 
ties will bo to especially to enquire into tho 
offences arising from political dissatisfac- 
tion. 

It is announced that Sir William Har- 
court, home secretary, will be questioned 
in regard to what action tho government 
would take in tho matter. 

Deasy and Flan.igan, arrested recently 
for bringing infernal machines and explo- 
sive into the country from Cork were sr- 
raigiicd to-day. They were committed 
for trial at the assizes. Bail being refus- 
ed the prisoners reserved their defenses. 
Al Tralee tho police searched several 
houses occupied by persons against whom 
information had been lodgea. Thoy ar- 
rested a man named Kelly, fonnorly a 
land leaguer aud organizer, and another 
man who had in his possession firearms 
and compromising papers. 

Pauls, April 7.— James Stephens, ex- 
head centre of the Fenians, in an inter- 
view stated that if ParnoU would join the 
revolutionists, tho wrongs of Ireland 
would bo redressed by tho sword. Ste- 
phens oondoninad tho use of dynamite or 
tho knife in tho struggle against English 
misrule. 

London, April 8. — Flaherty, arrested 
at Birmingham, Is believed to bo Fletcher. 
When Whitehead was arrested he made a 
great effort to got a bottle of liquid from 
a cupboard. The windows of White- 
head's room wore lined with wire gauzo 
to prevent missies ontering- The 170 
pounds of nitro-glycerine in whitehead 'a 
manufactory was contained in a carboy, 
this being placed in a tub of ico to keep 
tho temperature low until the dangerous 
substance can bo removed. Tho Bir- 
Biinghani police have information that a 
man in communication with Whitehead 
loft Birmingham the day before the explo- 
sion occurred at the local government 
office. 



LOITBOIT LETTEBS. 

Engrland, Sla3&tisfl,el "vith Amsrloan 
Tolaratlon of Dynamite Flottora 

New Yokk, April 8. — London cable 
specials brings the following: 
London's danger. 

The quantity and kind of the explosives 
which have been gathered in tho heart of 
London were appalling. There was enough 
to have killed thousands, and to have 
shattered a vast area of building. How 
it was collected and handled without acci- 
dent seems incredible. Tho crown au- 
thorities at Wool which, who examined 200 
pounds or nitro-glycerine brought to Lon- 
don by tho police, shuddered to think 
that it had been carried in a jolting cab 
through tho streets of London. The be- 
lief amnng police is that the explosion at 
Westminster was designed to a practical 
demonstration to tho members of tho con- 
spiracy of the ease and safety to them- 
selves with which they could act. They 
are convinced that the intention was to 
blow up a large number of public struc- 
tures simultaneously, and to procure at 
all hazards an explosion about some part 
of Windsor castle, where the Queen is at 
is at present living. It is also intimated 
that it was designed to reach, as nearly as 
possible, some of tho members of the gov- 
ernment. 

TUE PLOT CNDOUBTEDLY IKISH AJIBBIOAN. 

The police entertain no doubt that 
Whitehead, Norman, Gallagher, Wilson 
:iiid O'Connor all are directly concerned 
in tho plot on a great scale, probably aim- 
ing at a simultaneous explosion in various 
parts of London. It is believed tlioro 
there that the arrests have baUlod tlio 
conspiracy for tho present. Tho press 
iliscussea tho matter with coolness and 
good sense. No human being doubts that 
the plot was Irish-Amorican, and the con- 
nection of nearly every prisoner with Ana- 
erica is being clearly proved. .American 
dispatches aro beint; scanned with inter- 
est to discover what lino the American 
government under these circumstances 
will be likely to tako. Tho ytandard, 
misled by its Now\ork oorrespondent, 
observed that tho American press never 
seems so happy ss when oontemplating 
the misfortune of friends. 

AN ONKI.ND ACT. 

Nothing that could with propriety bo 
called a panic o.^ists in tho public mind 
here respecting tho discoveries of plots 
and dynamite factories, but groat uneasi- 
uess is felt in official quarters. There is 
much surprise here at the fact that all thu 
plots were carried on by means of money 
which is openly collected in the United 
States for the purpose, and remitted by 
well known agents of the dynamite party 
in Now York. That these agents should 
be allowed to pursue their operations 
without hindiance by the Americans is 
regarded as an unfriendly act, whiah the 
United States would not tolerate in its 
own case from another nation. 

>ULLI0N.S .may SnUDDEB- 

The "Pall Mall Gazette" points out that 
the bomb explodes every week in Italy, 
and that France, Russia, Germany and 
.-Vustria are familiar with its ssund, and 
that no ono can see the direction of popu- 
lar tendencies across the Atlantic without 
seeing before long that dynamite may be 
commissioned against the millionaires of 
tho United .States. Tho English people 
in general cannot view it in this light, in 
their unreasonable and panic-stricken 
frame of mind, and are convinced that 
Americans are, in a great part, responsi- 
ble for it all. 

UKRBERT HPENCEU'h HEALTH. 

Herbert Spencer's h<>alth causes his 
frienas some anxiety. It has been im- 
paired apparently by the American jour- 
ney. Since his return ho has boon unable 
to perform his usual quantity of work. 
He has left London for Mentono, expect- 
ing to bo absent two months. 

TUB ACCIDENT TO TUE QUEEN. 

Regarding the Queen's injury official 
accounts are almost siinilar,but it la pretty 
widely known that the doctors are both 
surprised and disappointed that the in- 
jury has not yielded to their treatment. 
No apprehension concerning tho Queen's 
eventual recovery are reported.
